ISHPEMINO, Mich., Jun. 27 .—After a two- 
days’ session the Republican con vent ion^f or 
the Eleventh 
Michigan district, at 7:30 
o’clock Thursday evening, on the 117 th bal­ 
lot, nominated Henry W. Seymour, of Sault 
Ste. Marie, who was state senator from his 
district in the last legislature. 
The result was attained by the transfer of 
the Marquette delegation to Seymour in the 
evening session of the convention. 
The dele­ 
gations from the copper district counties 
voted for Hubbell without a break from be­ 
ginning to end. 
On the ninety-eighth ballot 
Hubbell had 30 and Brown 4o—within I of 
the number necessary 
choice. 
An ad­ 
journment was immediately forced by the 
Hubbell and Adams men—46 to 45 against. 
At the evening session eighteen more ballots 
were taken without result. 
On the 117 th 
ballot the Marquette delegates went over in 
a body to Seymour, and he received 43 votes, 
2 more than necessary. 
The following is the 
final ballot: Total vote, hi; Seymour, 48 ; 
Hubbell, 27 ; Brown, 16. 
Seymour is at pres­ 
ent in Europe. 
He is state senator from the 
Thirty-first district. 
Hubbell died very bard. There is no doubt 
but that be was exceedingly anxious to go 
back to congress. 
He came up as a strong 
candidate for the United States senate be­ 
fore the last legislature, in which he was a 
member of the state senate. 
Had not Stock- 
bridge been promised the support of Palmer’s 
friends Hubliell would probably bave been 
sent to the senate. 
The fight for the con­ 
gressional nomination was bitterly fought 
from the primaries up through the two days’ 
session of the convention, and even at the 
last moment, when his friends became as­ 
sured that bis case was hopeless, Hubbell re­ 
fused to allow his name to be withdrawn. 
He feels his defeat very bitterly. 
Sey mour is a western New Y orker by birth 
and went to Sault Ste. M arie from Brock- 
port in 1373.
